Command Offers Its Services to
Government for Duty
in Mexico

Becretary of War Baker hans recelved an
offar of the service of 10,000 volunteeras of
the membership of the Patriotle Bons of
Ameriea for duty In Mexico. If the com-
mand In accepted, the men will be chosen
from thes Pennsylvanin Reserve, the new
military organigation of the commanderies,
Colonel Willlam W. Schank tendered the
servicen of the Pennsylvanin Reserves and
the enrollment of commanderiea was of-
fered by Major Louls F, Stees, commander-
In-chief.

The offor sent Secretary Baker assures
him that 8000 members of the order oould
be mobilized In 24 hours and that the re-
malnder of the force would be recruited
In record time. Most of the men have had
elementary tralning. There are 91 camps
and 14 commanderies of the order in Phil-
adelphia and nactive recrulting Is under-
way.

About 76 per cent. of thess companlea
have had the use of the National Guard
prmorles and Have recelved virtunlly tha
same training and drilling ns the guards-
men. The companies are equipped in the
aame way and the fleld equipment has been
loiined by the Government.
